Marconi Fairfield Soccer Club 


In 1958, the Marconi Social Club was: opened. This was formed by a group of Italian 
businessmen. They also formed a Soccer Team in 1960. 


In 1970, the Club.won promotion to the N.S.W. 1st Division. Les Scheinflug and Ray 
Richards lifted the Club to this Division as players. Their Club President was none 
othe than Carlo Zaccariotto. In the period 1970 to 1976, Marconi won the NSW State 
League in 1972 and 1973. In 1977 the first year of the P.S.L. Marconi fought well and 
ina photo finish was just beaten by Hakoah to win the Championship. The champion- 
ship was left undecided till the very last game. Hakoah was playing the Sydney Greeks 
at Wentworth Park, while Marconi was doing battle down South with the Melbourne 
Greeks from Fitzroy. 


The P.S.L. management would NOT allow progress scores to be given over the loud- 
speaker during the game. Marconi was winning 4 nil with 9 minutes to go. They had 
to win by 5 nil to beat Hakoah to the Championship. Hakoah had to lose a point up 
here in Sydney against Sydney Olympic as well. The full time score was nil all up here 
but down in Melbourne the Fitzroy Greeks crashed in 3 goals in the last 9 minutes to 
tob Marconi of the title and give it back to Hakoah. 


Last year again they missed out as they fought well all year but towards the end a 
long string of losses killed their chances of taking the Championship and West Adelaide 
became Champions. 


Marconi played in the Grand Final against Hakoah but lost this game as well. Today 
the Marconi Soccer Club stands very strengly on the field as well as off the pitch. Not 
a bad standing since those early days back in 1958. They have achieved titles, strong 
squads, an excellent Social Club as well as constant players from their Club being in- 
cluded in the Australian National Teams.

From The Coach‘s Bench 


The Sydney Olympic Soccer Team showed an enormous degree of character and 
stamina last Sunday to their supporters, when after being down 2 nil and 3-1 against 
Sydney City, they fought back to crush Hakoah 4-3. The goals came from Eaton, Ainslie, 
Laing and Jennings. Jennings and Laing gave a great display of covering work rate that 
is rarely seen from Wingers today, as well as doing their own work up front. This huge 
amount of ‘pick-up’ work, eased the burden and pressure for our midfielders Wilson 
and Raskopoulos. 


Raskopoulos and Wilson worked like Trojans in the centre, both in attack laying on 
balls, and in defence helping their ‘‘back-four’’ men. They were excellent. The fullbacks 
had a fair game and the centre backs played well. Gary Meir was not subjected to the 
constant pressure that he is normally exposed to, against Sydney City. Ai Interesting 
point of the game was that 5 of the goals were scored down the City end of the 
ground where the pitch was muddy and slippery from rain the previous night. | was 
very pleased with Raskopoulos who positioned himself well to give the ball to Wilson 
who switched it to Derek Laing who swung it over to Jennings to slot in the last goal 
Magnificent stuff. 


Wilson did a great job holding down Souness as did Raskopoulos on Campbell. The 
other point that pleased me enormously, was that after being down 2 nil and 3-1, Olympic 
did NOT panick, but continued to play football across the pitch. 


| always believed that Hakoah is not a great defending team as they are always at- 
tacking and their teams do not get the chance to test out fully their defence with pres- 
sure football. We now find our ist Grade Squad hit with a lot of injuries on top of 
Botham’s and Jamieson’s leg breaks. Today we look forward to another battle with an- 
other ‘giant’ in Marconi. The 2nd big fight for us in 7 days Les Scheinflug’s boys 
were excellent for NSW against- Norwich City to beat the Englishmen well 4 - 1. These 
boys are a credit to the Marconi Club. 


| would like to take this opportunity to express deep gratitude.to all our Greek sup- 
porters at Wentworth Park last Sunday in the 2nd half, when from the sideline | could 
hear you all yelling... Olympic, Olympic, Olympic. It is a long Time since | have heard 
this at all. Believe me the boys need this encouragement as it help to push them ‘‘into 
Hakoah”’ just that little bit extra hard. To you all | say thank you very very much.

Since the P.S.L. started back in 1977, Sydney Olympic’s record against Marconi is as 
follows: 


1977. Round 1. Marconi O Sydney Olympic 0. 
Round 2. Sydney Olympic O Marconi 2. 

1978. Round 1. Sydney Olympic 1 Marconi 1 
Round 2. Marconi O Sydney Olympic 0. 


So from the above scorelines, Sydney Olympic took 3 points to date from a possible 
8. But last year when Marconi led the competition for most of the year, the Greek Team 
won equal honours against Rasic’s boys. In fact many say that it was Sydney Olympic 
in 1978 that started Marconi’s fall from the top with that excellent game at Wentworth 
Park in their 1st Round to drawitall. 


As our fans remember, just before half time, our Alex Jamieson who was on the ball, 
saw Marconi’s Alan (Spider) Maher off his line and Alex from 30 metres out crashed in 
a shot that scraped just under the bar to put Olympic up 1 nil at half time. In the 2nd 
half Marconi bombarded Olympic’s ‘‘box’’ and after repeated raids managed to score 
the equaliser. 


In the return game out at Marconi Oval, again Olympic proved an obstacle for Mar- 
coni. Attack after attack, Marconi could not score. Then Peter Sharne broke free and 
rocketed. towards the Olympic goal with only ‘‘Bonesey” to beat, but out of nowhere 
Olympic’s Billy (Maxy’s) Palmer steaked ac ross in cover defence to nail ‘““Sharney”’ 
on the Olympic goal-line. Magnificent defence. The crowd was roaring with excitement. 


Late in the second half, Olympic’s ‘‘free-back’”” Kenny Wilson, broke away from the 
Marconi defence and streaked away up centre-field and with the cover defence moving 
in, Wilson gave out a shot wide out left to Davey McIntosh hoping to work a long one 
two, but unfortunately McIntosh right on the left touch line was unable to give back 
ac ross the “‘two’’ to Wilson who at top speed had reached the edge of the Marconi 
“box’’ with only ‘Spider’ to beat. A very exciting game with the final scoreline being 
a nil all draw.

They showed excellent fight and character to come 
crashing back to win the game. All performed well, but special mention for over and 
above work rate must be made to ‘‘Flash’’, ‘“Rasko’’ and Laing.
